Official Reveals 


| OTTAWA, March 1,—The| 
{Supreme Court of Canada to-| 
lday ruled unanimously that} 
federal rent controls are valid| 
and that the government has| 
authority under existing legis- | 
llation to continue its policy | 
of gradual decontrol. 

Chief Justice Thibaudeau Rin- 
fret announced to a packed court | 
room that all seven judges who 
heard the rent control case had 
rendered unanimous judgments. 
A government official said later 
Finance Minister Abbott, within a 
few days, will introduce legislation 
in the Commons to extend domestic 
rent regulations “for at least an- 
other year.” 

The court had been asked for a 
ruling on the question: “Are the 
wartime leasehold regulations ultra 
lvires either In whole or in part 
and if eo in what particulars or to 
what extent,” 

Mr. Rinfret said the court's ruling 
was in the negative, and that it was 
a unanimous judgment,

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What Housing Policy? 


Liberal Leader J. Harper Prowse is not 
alone in his surprise that the throne speech, 
/ @utlining the legislative a ja of the pro- 
vincial government, f to contain any 
reference to a housing policy for Alberta. 
Thousands of residents of Alberta's 
seven cities must have felt keen disappoint- 
ment that the Manning government, after 
rejecting participation in the federal gov- 
ernment’s amended NHA scheme, should 
have neglected to project some alterna- 
tive plan of its own. 

As The Bulletin pointed out some days 

age there is not unanimous approval of 
new NHA plan, in which provincial 
governments are asked to guarantee 25 
per cent of the long term loans made. 

But there is almost unaimous demand 
for some sort of housing plan in the cities. 
And many feel that Premier Manning was 
unjustified in refusing to participate in 
the federal plan unless he had a better one 
of his own to advance. 

No government should be in the house- 
building business. 


But if government, by setting up a 
house loan fund, can reduce building costs 
to the home-owner, such action would 
seem to be necessary and commendable. 

And the provincial government, by 
guaranteeing home-building loans, could 
reduce that cost. 

It could reduce the cost of buildin 
supplies by taking the element of ba 
debts out of the bookkeeping of build- 
ing firms that supply materials on credit. 

Once those who supply building materi- 
als no longer have to underwrite their own 
risks, one of the factors in high costs is 
removed. 

The provincial government should 
supplement the throne speech with some 
proposal along these Jines . 

It will be a very a pity if the 
housing problem is not brought to debate 
in the present session of the legislature. 

It will be regarded by many as an act 
of discrimination against the city dwellers 
of the province. 


Rumors of Still Another Election 


It is unfortunate that the election re- 
sult in Great Britain last Thursday was 
g0 indecisive as to leave Prime Minister 
Attlee with a shaky majority of seven. 

For while the close political result may 
have cheered opponents of Social,sm, there 
seems to be little doubt now that Britain 
will have government by compromise until 
it is expedient to call another election. 
Government by compromise is never the 
best sort of thing in a world situation 
which seems to go from one crisis into an- 
other. 

The British Labor party is in the un- 
happy position of being the coalescing 

int of a great many viewpoints which 
ave a characteristic disposition to fly 
apart under pressure. 

Indeed, that party contains as many 
shades of political opinion as are expressed 
in half a dozen parties in France. 


And Messrs. Attlee, Bevin and Morri- 
son have done a masterly job of holding 
them together even with the huge majority 
of the late parliament. 

The trades unionists look one way, the 
intellectuals, as represented by Harold 
Laski, look another. And the moderate 
Laborites have always had difficulty with 
the ultra-left-wingers of the organization. 

The government, of course, will lose a 
great deal of its capacity to maintain cohe- 
sion with a majority which is so limited 
that there is no elbow room to give a little 
something to every faction. 

The next few months will necessitate a 
strenuous exercise in give-and-take. 

For the Conservatives and the Labor- 
ites have grown so far apart, since the days 
of Ramsay MacDonald and the later days 
of the war, that ahout the only common 
meeting ground left is complete inertia. 


County Council System on Trial 


On the face of it, the county council 
system proposed for rural Alberta by the 
bill before the legislature seems to provide 
& compact and business-like formula for 
rural government. 

The system, incorporating the func- 
tions of municipality, school district and 
hospital district into a single unit of ad- 
ministration, has worked well in the East 
for a number of years. 

It has the virtue of simplicity. And the 
simplification of government is or should 
be one of the first duties of government. 

Nevertheless the provincial administra- 
tion is wise in perferring to introduce the 
plan into Alberta on an experimental basis. 

For while the bill will provide the 
machinery for applying the county council 
system to the entire province, it is the 


intention of the government, it is an- 
nounced to try it out in one district at a 
time. 

We call this a wise provision because 
there is no greater illusion than to believe 
that a system of government that works 
well in one part of the country will in- 
evitably work well in another. 

The notion that there was any perfect 
formula for government was exploded in 
the last century when Hungary adopted a 
constitution that was a written facsimile 
of the unwritten constitution of Britain. 

The system that worked excellently in 
England was a wretched failure in Hun- 
gary. 

Governmental systems are not made. 
They grow. 


Good Name for a Good New Village 


As The Edmonton Bulletin suggested 
last week, the residents of West Jasper 
Place have decided to call their new village 
by the simpler term of “Jasper Place.” 

The village council has approved the 
choice and the new name has been for- 
warded to the minister of municipal af- 
fairs for his approval. 

All that remains, so that confusion 
may be avoided, is for the citv of Edmon- 
ton to change the name of Jasper Place 
district within the city limits and one 


that the Edmonton district might be re- 
named Capita! Hill.

1, Russia and Yugoslavia now 
have practically severed diplo- 
matic relations with each other, 
Stalin and Tito, once ardent 
friends, now are morial enemies 
The Kremlin makes no bones of 
its determination to destroy the 
present regime at Belgrade. 

2. Because of this Russian at- 
titude, the Yugoslav government's 
recognition of the Chinese Com- 
munist government has been dis- 
dainfully ignored by Mao Tze- 
tung. 

3, Ho Chi-minh, an. orthodox 
Communist, looks to Communist 
China and Soviet Russia for the 
moral, political and military sup- 
port he needs in his struggle

4. Yet Ho sought diplomatic 
recognition by Yugoslavia and 
Tito granted it, even though Ho 
Chi-mish is bitterly opposed by 
the Western powers who are 
supporting Bao Jal.

“Communism is a modern 
anny ‘far worse than that of a 
ancient empire.” For the momen 
it is tore important, from ou 
point of view. .hat Tito is ri 
sisting Russia than that he is 
carrying out Communist prin- 
ciples 

Certainly our position in Eur. 
spe would be fare worse than it 
is had it not been for the fallliny 
out between Stalin and Tito. It 
is in our very deep interest to 
keep Tito going, even if we have 
to hold our noses while doing so,
